ATHER belatedly thc Manufacturers' Association of 


Georgia calls upon the people of Grorgia and of thc 


South in general to do everything possible' to check the 
negro migration from South to N'orlh. 
What methods 


are to be used to induce the negroes to remain the manu- 
facturers state only vaguely. Jf any injustice is being 
done to the negro it is to be eliminated. 
Where hving 


conditions are discovered to be bad they .should, the. 
manufacturers suggest, be improved. 


Jf the negro received full justice with his neighbors 


in the South and if his living conditions v.ere equal to 
anything obtainable in the North he ^ould doubtless .stay 
where lie is and save traveling expenses. 
But he bus 


been known to get very much less t h a n lull justice in 
Georgia, and the record of lynching* in that State is not 
reassuring. It is doubtful if the negro in the North is HO 
much "a stranger in a foreign land," as the manufacturers 
put it, that economic and social inducements have no 
appeal for him north of Mason and Dixon's line. Since 
the immigration law has practically cut off the supply, 
of cheap workmen from Europe, the South and the North 
are in direct competition for negro labor, and the South 
is losing. 
No doubt the South will offer sufficient incentives to 


keep the negroes if labor becomes scarce and valuable. 
Lynching may disappear and living conditions in negro, 
quarters undergo a sudden change for the _ better. 
But 
( 


unless this happens quickly, the South will h a \ e _ I o s t , 
enough man power to threaten an economic revolution. 


More Birds, Fewer Insects 
i 


A 


PROBABLE increase in both species and numbers of i 
song birds, as indicated by the bird census just com-, 


pleted on the Wyanokie plateau in Passaic County, New , 
Jersey points to the effectiveness of Federal and inter- 
national protection of these allies of man. 
Two square 


miles of country were covered by the enumerators, 
eighty-seven species identified and 
2.984 
birds were 


either seen or heard in song. As these figures represent- 
ed mainly male birds, the enumerators estimated the 
total adult bird population of the census area to be up-' 
ward of 6,000. 
' 


Methods of more accurate and thoro enumeration 


each year help the figures in their natural tendency to 
mount at each of the eight enumerations, but the increase 
in both species and numbers since 1917 in the area has 
been too great to be due to improved efficiency of the 
census alone. Similar enumerations in other parts of the 
country have shown what the Wyanokie census shoves: 
that our bird population has been gradually increasing 
since the passage of the Migratory Bird Act and the' 
subsequent treaty with Canada. 


The Audubon Societies and thc economists who ap- 


preciated the importance of insectivorous birds to man, 
those who waged the long fight tor adequate protection 
of birds, are vindicated on every occasion such as the 
Wyanokie census. 
Not only is Federal projection doing 


what it is supposed to, but the increase in the number of 
birds is giving more and more people an idea of their 
aesthetic importance, of the spiritual contribution that 
these allies of man throw in for good measure with their 
practical work in the world.
